On a following page we print a report of Council 
proceedings, with a letter addressed by the Council 
to Prof. Woodruff, and a further letter of comment 
from Prof. Woodruff himself. The Council have 
definitely refused the University’s application ; and 
the fact that a Melbourne graduate has yg for 
registration foreshadows an appeal to the Privy 
Council—the final Court of decision in determining 
whether a colonial or foreign diploma shall be 
“ recognised” by the R.C.V.S. This will bring the 
matter beyond the stage at which it can be usefully 
discussed in the veterinary press. 

At present, the matter remains decidedly obscure ; 
and neither side, in the letters we print to-day, has 
done much to clarify it. Each has adopted the 
tone of the controversialist, and has yielded to the 
common controversial error of overstating the case 
as regards single points. For instance, of the four- 
teen subjects in the Melbourne University curri- 
culum, two teachers each are allotted to seven 
subjects, and one each to the other seven; and all 
these teachers are also internal examiners. In face 
of this, neither the R.C.V.S. view that the Univ- 
ersity has only one internal examiner in each 
subject, nor Prof. Woodruff's assertion that “ there 
are two or more teachers in the great majority of 
subjects,” appear possible of justification. 

Similarly, the Council ought not to characterise 
the Melbourne plea that membership of the R.C.V.S. 
is essential for admission to the A.V.C. as wholly 
untrue—it is only very temporarily incorrect. 
Before the war, our members alone were eligible 
for the A.V.C.; and everyone expects, and the 
Council desire, that the same rule will be restored 
soon after the war. The fact is that both sides 
have advanced arguments which would be difficult 
to maintain before the Privy Council; and no one 
can say what are the issues upon which the decision 
of that body might turn. 

The Council still appear to rely solely upon their 
objection to the Melbourne examination system. If 
the Privy Council were to uphold this one plea, 
there the matter would end. But if the Privy 
Council should hold, as we hold, that the one ob- 
jection is not in itself sufficient, and that the appli- 
cation demands a full investigation into everything 
connected with the teaching, examination, and 
opportunities of students at the University—then 
what will the position of our Council be? The one 
clear thing in the whole misty business is that the 
Council have never attempted any such compre- 
hensive investigation. Opportunity of making it, 
by the attendance before them of Melbourne graau- 
ates and a Melbourne professor, was offered them ; 
and the offer was refused. Melbourne University 
has not yet given us all the information that should 


be required on some points; but the Council have 
never asked for it. 

This leads us to the “reticences,” regarding which 
Prof. Woodruff asks for “enlightenment.” They 
are not inthe University’s application, but in the 
memorial with its detailed exposition of the Mel- 
bourne curriculum which appeared in our issues of 
September 9 and 16. -They all concern the im- 
portant subjects of veterinary medicine and surgery; 
and they affect almost everything pertaining to 
these —teaching, examinations, and facilities for 
clinical observation. Something is said—rather 
vaguely—about hospital practice and dispensing 
medicines for it ; but we have no information as to 
how large or how small the hospital may be. No 
examination papers upon medicine and surgery are 
given, and no details regarding the examinations in 
either subject. A course of operative surgery is 
described thus— “ During this course, which is 
essentially practical, all the usual operations in 
veterinary surgery will be demonstrated, and oppor- 
tunity will be afforded students to perform them on 
dead subjects.”” This suggests that the students 
have no opportunities of operating upon the living 
subject; and it is not even clear that the operations 
“demonstrated”’ to them are not also performed 
upon cadavers. A further example of silence re- 
garding subjects important in everyday practice is 
the complete absence of all reference, in the sylla- 
bus and elsewhere, to the examination of horses for 
soundness. It is not too much to say that, as 
regards most of the subjects of the greatest import- 
ance in the daily work of the practising clinician, 
we have really no evidence that the Melbourne stu- 
dents gain any practical knowledge or experience 
worth calling such before they graduate. We know 
nothing of the examinations in these subjects, we 
have little indication of anything more than an aca- 
demic tuition in them ; and the lack of information 
here is in striking ccntrast to the abundance of it 
with regard to other subjects. Full details, including 
examination papers, are given regarding some sub- 
jects, especially laboratory ones; and not a few 
attempts are made to draw comparisons unfavour- 
able to English teaching and examinations. But of 
the Melbourne teaching and examinations in the 
subjects which concern the practitioner most, Prof. 
Woodruff has so far told us hardly anything. 

The Council, of course, ought to have investigated 
these points; and the Council did not choose to 
take the trouble. Any further investigation will 
have to be before the Privy Council, and we cannot 
help regretting that the question should be left to 
the Privy Council to decide. We regret still more 
that it has been so left because our Council judged 
it on one narrow issue instead of upon broad ones ; 
|and apparently had no desire to do otherwise.

THE MELBOURNE DEGREE. 


An ordinary meeting of Council immediately followed 
for the purpose of considering the terms of the reply to 
be made to the application for the recognition of the 
diploma of B.V.Sc. of the University of Melbourne as 
entitling its possessors to be registered as Colonial 
Practitioners in the ny s00 of Veterinary Surgeons. 

A draft letter was submitted, and after emendation, 
was approved, and the Secretary was instructed to 
forward it to Major Woodruff. The text of the letter is 
as follows :—

Sir—The application contained in your letter of the 
28th June last was considered by the Council of the 
Royal College of emerge | Surgeons at a meeting held 
here on the 6th instant, and I am directed to inform you 
that the aes that they are unable to ise 
the Degree of elor of Veterinary Science of the 
University of Melbourne as entitling its possessors to 
be eligible to be registered as Colonial Practioners in 
the Register of Veterinary Surgeons. 

In communicating this decision I am to state that in 
the view of the Council nothing has occurred in the in- 


terval to modify the opinion expressed in 1911 in their

that the in question fails to afford a nty 
professional competence equal to that of the Diploma of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. _ 

The explanations contained in your letter with regard 
to the meaning of the statement made in connection 
with the former application, viz. that the Examiners 
for the Veterinary are “the whole body of 
teachers sitting as a Board,” do not appear to touch the 
objection to the system of examination upon which the 
Council’s previous refusal was mainly based. That ob- 
jection was to the system which made the teacher in 
each subject of the curriculum the chief or only judge 
as to the sufficiency of the student’s knowledge, and in 
the end of his fitness to practise as a veterinary surgeon. 

With regard to the observations made in your letter 
to the effect that educational ideals and examination 
methods have profoundly altered since the Royal Coll 
of Veterinary Surgeons was incorporated, and that the 
Council themselves have quite re made two de- 
partures from the procedure approved by them, in that 
they have ened to the system of a single examiner 
in each subject, and have allowed the right of the 
teacher to express an opinion on the marking of the 
written papers, I am to say that :— 

1. The Council are not prepared to admit that the 
system of examination to which they are committed by 
their Charter of Incorporation is in any sense an anti- 
quated one, or that it would be an advantage to replace 
it —o method employed in examining candidates for 
the Veterinary Degree of the University of Melbourne. 
On the contrary, they believe that it was very’wisely 
selected in 1844 as the best system for guaranteeing the 
competence of those admitted to the ranks of the veter- 
inary profession in this country, and it is their firm in- 
tention to retain it. In the opinion of the Council the 
high estimation in which the Diploma of membership of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons is held, of 
which the present application is a testimony, is mainly 
due to the fact that the constitution of the Board of 
Examiners ensures to every student an examination 
which is at once searching and impartial. 

2. The proposal to << only one examiner in each 
subject was accepted by the Council in April last as a 

urely temporary measure necessitated by the unsatis- 
actory state of the College finances brought about by 
the war, and the appointments were made for one year 
only with the express purpose of allowing the Council 
to restore the system of having two examiners in each 
subject at the end of that period. 

3. The concession under which the teachers are 
allowed to read the written papers and make repre- 
sentations to the examiners was made at the same time 
because of the serious objection which the Council 
entertains to allowing a single examiner to decide 
whe a be or rejected. 

inally, with regard to the alle disabilities under 
which ‘Melbourne veterinary pa then suffer because 
of their present ineligibility to be registered in the 
Register of Veterinary Surgeons, I am to point out that 
it is a mistake to suppose that veterinary graduates of 
y= cannot be admitted to 
rmy Veterinary Corps, or given appointments in 
Indian or Colonial Veterinary Raven unless they are 
inscribed as Colonial Practitioners in the Register of 
Veterinary Surgeons oma by the Council. 
It is true that the War Office stipulates that candi-

dates for commissions in the Army Veterinary Corps 
must be members of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, but the Council of the Royal College has no 
responsibility for this regulation, and as a matter of fact,

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to British subjects whose names are not inscribed in the 
of Veterinary Surgeons. 

imilarly, there is no reason why a veterinary gradu- 
ate of Melbourne University should not be given an 
appointment in the Indian or Colonial Veterinary 
Services, provided the respective Government Depart- 
ments are satisfied as to his professional fitness. 

It thus appears that the only actual disabilities under 
which veterinary graduates of the University of Mel- 
bourne suffer are Ww that, as evidence of professional 
standing, the Melbourne Veterinary is not 

nerally rated so highly as the Diploma of Member- 
Po of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, and 
(2) that possessors of the Melbourne degree who desire 
to practise as veterinary surgeons in the United King- 
dom are not allowed the privileges which are granted to 
members of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons 
under the Veterinary Surgeons Act (1881). 

The natural and proper remedy for the first of these 
would appear to be, not that the possessors of the Mel- 
bourne om should automatically become Members 
of the Royal pe 5 of Veterinary Surgeons, but that 
the University of Melbourne should revise the conditions 
under which the degree is at present granted, so as to 
bring them more into harmony with those which apply 
to the diploma granted by this College. 

With rd to the second disability above-mentioned, 
the Council desire to pnt out, in the first place, that it 
is at present shared by those who have obtained the 
Veterinary degrees granted by the Universities of 
London and Edinburgh. The possession of these 
degrees does not carry the privilege of membership of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, and the 


Universities concerned have not raised any objection to]. 


this disability on the part of their uates, ising 
that it is in the national interests ws the “4 -y College 
of Veterinary pe should continue to the sole 
judge of a candidate’s fitness to practise the art and 
science of veterinary 7 & the United Kingdom. 
In the second place, the Council wish to observe that 
so far as they are aware, no veterinary graduate of the 
University of Melbourne has yet expressed a desire to 
settle in practice in the United Kingdom. Should such 
cases arise, however, the Council will be prepared to 
make reasonable provisions for allowing the persons 
concerned to show that they the knowl] and 
ability entitling them to be admitted to the membership 
the College.

The report of the Council meeting of October 6th, 
will have informed your readers that the Council have 
refused the application put forward by me in J aly las

At the ) mgpeve Meeting of the Council held on the 
19th inst., the considered reply in the form of a letter 
addressed to me was agreed upon. With your permis- 
sion I propose to discuss as briefly as possible this reply. 

Firstly, some remarks made by the President of the 
R.C.V.S. call for comment. I do not think the Presi- 
dent would wilfully be guilty of discourtesy, but I 
venture to suggest unwittingly he has allowed him- 


self te appear at fault in this respect. Twice in his 

h he accuses me of making untrue statements. 
Tot me quote: “You will appreciate that his (that is, 
pmeag | main points were that some injustice was 
done to the prataetes of Melbourne in so far that they 
were not eligible for appointments under the India 
Office or the Crown Colonies, That is absolutely 
erroneous.” 


And again, “ With to the reference to the 
Army Veterinary Corps, which is another point Major 
Woodruff raises . . . J may sa ts no truth what- 
ever in that.” Now the President may indeed say this, 
but no one who reads the Regulations for admission to 
the Army Veterinary Corps, and to the Indian Civil 
Veterinary Department (both reprinted in the current 
Register of Veterinary Surgeons) will mind very much 
what the President says on the subject, for Poy 
tions are capable of only one construction, viz., that 
M.R.C.V.S. is eligible. 

That the Regulation concerning admission to the 
A.V.C. is in pon pee during the present war'does not 
make it null and void—else might the practice of grant- 
ing commissions in the A.V.C. to persons with no veter- 
inary qualification whatever be perpetuated. Methinks 
if this occurred the President and his fellow councillors 
would quote the Regulations as being of vital importance. 

But now, Sir, to the official written reply to the Mel- 
bourne application. Words spoken in the excitement of 
debate may misrepresent the speaker. is is a con- 
sidered reply. One or two extracts seem to call for

ow continuity of policyis an admirable characteristic 
ina public body provided the premises on which the 
policy is founded are sound. In this particular case it 
appears as if the Council, despite its largely altered 
personnel since 1911, has still in its corporate capacity 
learnt nothing, and forgotten nothing.” 

For example : “As there is only one teacher for each 
subject . . . it follows that the sole judge of a can- 
didate’s competence in any subject is the single pro- 
fessor who has instructed him in that subject.” (Letter 
of gs “That objection was to the system which 
made the teacher the chief or only judge” (Letter of 
1916). The Melbourne University has a single internal 
examiner in each subject, and that examiner is also the 
teacher in that subject. (The President—1916). 

It is difficult to characterise these two statements 
made in 1916, in the light of the information on oe 
by me in the body of the application itself, an con- 
tained officially in the Calendar of the University, 
copies of which have been supplied to the Council. A 
cursory reading of this information would make it plain 
that there are two or more in the great majority 
of ~ sane and similarly two examiners, with a revision 
of the results of the examination in the different subjects 
of each year by the whole of the examiners of that year. 

If further information had been desired oy be 
the last thing the Council did desire! e offer o!

But, Sir, ay of policy goes even further than 
to perpetuate mis it is to bind future Councils.

I can imagine the sense 
ef satisfaction with which one party in the Council 
inspired, and secured the insertion of, that phrase, and

uite a gem in the letter is a reference to “the un- 
satisfactory state of the College finances brought about 
the war.” One has heard of coming events casting 
their shadows before them, but what a shadow! For 
whose mental consumption is this statement made ? 
I have referred before to the “alleged disabilities,” 
as the Council calls them. Here is one which the

ors of the Melbourne degree who desire to practise as 
veterinary surgeons in the United Kingdom are not 
allowed privileges which are granted to members of the 
Royal College of Veterinary eo under the Veteri- 
nary Surgeons Act of 1881.” hat a polite way of 
saying that it would be an indictable offence for a 
Melbourne graduate in veterinary science to call him- 
self a veterinary surgeon, and illegal for him to practise 
his profession in this country. : 

And then comes an example of suppressio veri et 
suggestio falsi which is unworthy of the person who 
inspired it. The disability referred to, “is shared by 
those who have obtained the veterinary degrees granted 
by the Universities of London and Edinburgh.” To 
persons ignorant of the facts, that would appear a 
crushing reply to Melbourne. When, however, it is 
known that for these degrees no knowledge of veterinary 
medicine or surgery is required, and no clinical teaching 
asked for, it is seen at once that these degrees are not 
intended to make veterinary surgeons, or practitioners, 
but are intended as academic scientific distinctions in 
the basal sciences. 

But, Sir, the time for argument at the bar of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons is over. One had hoped 
that the Council of 1916 would have had some glimpses 
of a grander vision than that of mere custodians of the 
much blessed one-portal. The conception might have 
occurred to its Council that this ancient College with 
its alumni in all parts of the Empire should be the 
alma mater of other schools in the Dominions—not 
slavish copies, but free, adult, autonomous, like the 
peoples among whom they have grown up, and yet like 
them proud of the relationship, and striving earnestly 
ond the approbation and sympathy of the parent institu- 
ion. 

_ Instead of this the Council appear to have the firm 
intention to maintain another attitude—circumscribed, 
parechial, unsympathetic, and monopolistic : and as in 
the old days, so now, “When there is no vision the 
people perish.” 

ne last sentence to you, Sir, to seek enlightenment 
as to which were the important points in the Melbourne 
application on which “there was an apparent reti- 
cence”?

SERUM TREATMENT OF INFLUENZA 
IN HORSES AND MULES.*

The disease is also known by two location terms— 

“ shipping fever ” and “ barn fever,” and by at least one 


symptomatic name—*“ pink eye.” 
Influenza is a well-known fev2r that attacks most 


non-immune horses and mules if they are exposed to

infection, especially when their resistance is lowered by 
travel and strange surroundings with a changed diet 
and water supply. 

The etiology and pathology would no doubt be inter- 
esting if we were capable of going into that department ; 
frankly, we do not feel fit, so others more able and with 
better facilities will be required to shoulder the burden. 
It is necessary, however, to say that the disease is highly 
contagious and possibly infectious te susceptible sub- 
jects. The virus is more active in spring and summer, 
but when large numbers of young animals are kept 
——_ it will be found quite active during the winter 
months. 

The infection is carried by the blood, and the disease 
can be artificially propagated through that medium. 
The writer has on more than one occasion produced in- 
fluenza by transfusing 2¢.c. of blood from a diseased to 
a healthy animal. It can therefore be easily undersiood 
how the toxin reaches so many organs, and by so doing 
produces as many symptoms. 

The treatment of the disease has troubled us for 
years. After trying many vaccines and serums system- 
atically (see paper read before the Missouri Valle 
Veterinary Medical Association, at Omaha, July, 1915 
it occurred to us that we were going on wrong lines. 
The question that first cropped up was: how can a 
vaccine which is not made from the virus of the disease 
known as influenza cure influenza? We proved con- 
clusively in that paper that such vaccines do not cure 
influenza and, further, that many of them were harmful. 

The next question was: What would be the best 
alternative for a correct vaccine until the virus has 
actually been isolated and a correct vaccine made ? 
Knowing that the virus was in the blood, we commenced 
to reason along hog-cholera lines. We took six horses 
that had recovered from influenza (Lathrop, 1915), four 
of which had pneumonia complications. e drew a 
little blood from each, defibrinated it, and added °5 ¥ 
carbolic acid. We injected twenty sick horses with 
blood of each, 120 altogether One third of these had 
the serum intravenous, one third intermuscular, and the 
other third subcutaneous. It was found that in most 
cases where the blood of recovered pneumonia horses 
was used the temperature went lower in from 12 to 24 
hours. The pulse also improved, and the general 
condition of the animals looked better. Those that had 
the intermuscular treatment had a more permanent 
recovery, and few of them went back on the recovery 
registered. Again, it was found that serum from a horse 
that had had an attack of pneumonia and had become 
fit, fresh and active, gave much better results than those 
which had mig, | been affected with influenza without 
complications. It was also found that serum from a 
dull sluggish horse, even if a recovered pneumonia case, 
had little or no therapeutic value. Hypering was 
resorted to, but it did not materially increase the 
potency of the serum. 

Sixteen highly-fevered horses were put into a pen, in 
order to test the serum as a preventive of pneumonia, as 
well as a curative for shipping fever. Half of these 
animals were kept as controls. Two of the latter 
developed pneumonia, whereas those that had got the 
serum made a rapid recovery. (See Table No. 6 Omaha 


paper. 

Th the Spring of 1915 several horses and mules had 
the treatment at the Lathrop depot, in various ways and 
doses (at that time 20,000 horses and mules were stabled 
there). Serum was extracted from different kinds of 
horses and mules, the result of which was noted. We 
then went on other duties, and were not free until the 
Spring of this agree year to take the matter up again. 
Speaking roughly, about 2,500 new horses and mules 
passed under review at this depot each week. On an 
average 750 out of that number are retained as sick from 
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influenza. We were going almost two months before 

our recovered cases were age | for serum animals, so it 

was the first week in June when we got a start made. 

The percentage of deaths then and now will be of some 

interest. Upto time of writing, 29th July, serum has 

been extracted weekly from a number of mules and 
horses, a few are given here as examples :—- 

No. 1. Grey 6-yr. mule, gelding, had influenza followed 
by pleuro-pnemonia. This animal has a very strong 
constitution, with plenty of fight and spirit. (See 

results from his serum charts 1, 2 and 3. 

No. 2. Grey 5-yr. mule, gelding, had influenza followed 
by pleuro-pneumonia and hydrothorax. A weak con- 
stitution mule with little spirit. (Poor results, chart 4.) 

No. 3. Brown 8-yr. mule, gelding, had influenza followed 
by pneumonia and laminitis, and when convalescent 
developed strangles. A very strong, active mule. 
(Good results, chart 4.) 

No. 4. Grey 6-yr. mule, gelding, had influenza without 
complications. Developed a small branding abscess. 
Very strong, good constitution, with spirit. (Poor 
results, charts 6 and 7.) 

No. 5. Brown 7-yr. mule, gelding, had influenza followed 
by double pneumonia. Very strong, active mule. 
(Good results, charts 5 and 8.) 

No. 6. Blue roan 6-yr. horse gelding, had influenza 
followed by pleuro-pneumonia. Fair constitution. 
(Good results, chart 9.) 

Serum from these six animals have been used in order 
to test the value of serum from different kinds of 
animals, differently affected ; but for general hospital 
work only serum of proved therapeutic value is used. 

The following is a brief description of the method 
and technique adopted :— 

Suitable serum animals, The hospitals are closely 
watched for strong constitution subjects, that have 
developed pneumonia as a complication to shipping 
fever. When such make a good recovery and put on 
flesh, and become fresh and frisky, they are removed to 
a pen specially set aside. Here they get a special ration 
of corn, oats and bran, and the best Hay and water pro- 
curable. Besides both pen and animals are kept clean 
and cane The next step is to see that they are free 
from glanders. A little blood is drawn and sent to 
Washington for the complement fixation and other tests, 
and mallein is also used. If there is no evidence of 
glanders, and if the animal is in the best of good health 
and spirits, blood is drawn per jugular, enough to try its 
therapeutic value, say on twenty fevered animals. 

Blood drawn from immune animals. The subject is 
placed in carefully cleaned and disinfected stocks, and 
made secure. The head and neck is sponged with a 
weak carbolic solution. A sterile can with stirring 
stick, sterile bottles, funnel, lancet, etc., are all ready. 
The jugular vein is raised and opened. Sixty-four 
ounces each week is the amount we usvally draw from 
satisfactory animals. The blood is defibrinated in the 
usual way, and half of one per cent. of carbolic acid is 
added. It is then placed in a cellar built for the pu 
and cooled down in an ice box. (At the time of writing 
we are trying to procure a clear serum in paying 
quantities. 

Introduction of serum into fevered animals. Whena 
train load of mules or horses arrives, they are examined 
coming off the . Those looking “dopy” 
to a pen set apart for examination purposes. Special 
selected men are constantly moving quietly through all 

ns and pastures picking out sick animals, which they 

carefully to the examining pen. The veterinary 
surgeons are constantly at work classifying and pre- 
seribing. Animals that have already developed pneu- 
monia or strangles, or other complications, do not get 
serum, they are removed for treatment to other pens. 


The simple infiuenza, (often with pink-eye symptoms) 
is greatly in majority. Every ani has its tempera- 
ture taken by experienced boys, who mark the 
degrees in chalk on the animal’s side, and at the same 
time they fasten a tag number on the tail,and note both 
tag number and temperature in a book kept for the pur- 
pose. The temperature process is followed up from day 
to day. Each pen having a separate chart. Needles 
and syringes are sterilized always after use, so that they 
are ready when required. Tincture of iodine is painted 
on the neck about half way up and about two or three 
inches below the crest. A 35 c.c. syringe (about one 
ounce) is filled, a half inch needle fixed and introduced 
straight into the mnscles. The syringe is half emptied 
and the needle is withdrawn and again inserted about 
one inch away and the syringe emptied. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that some thousands of horses and mules 
have had this treatment under our control, we seldom 
have any swelling and never any a These ani- 
mals get no other treatment. They are removed to 
sanitary pens, carefully fed, watered and watched. 
Occasionally on the second day after injection another 
dose is given, but that isnot common. Eighty per cent. 
of the death rate at this Depot before introducing this 
serum was due to pneumonia. Since using it, to — 
the death rate is very little over the ordinary accidenta 
percentage. We take it that the serum gives a much 
quicker recovery and therefore enables the sick animals 
to be shipped much earlier than formerly ; further, we 
look for fewer wrecks, and therefore fewer animals that 
will be required to be sold as unfit for military service. 

lt will be noted that the average death rate of horses 
before using the serum was 1°64 per cent., whereas since 
it has been “42, ora reduction of nearly three-fourths. 
The death rate of mules bofore using the serum was °48 
per cent. Since, it averages ‘23 per cent., a reduction of 
over half. 

Taking averages on all the Depots in the States and 
Canada for comparison, over the same ae the mule 
death rate is nearly one-third less in the latter period, 
whereas the horse death rate is rather higher in the 
latter period. On this basis also the serum treatment 
stands firm. 

It should be pointed out that animals at this Depot 
are about four days in the train before they arrive, so 
a large percentage of sickness and death must be ex- 
pected. Just now (end of July) Fink Eye together with 
other forms of influenza is quite as virulent (if not more 
" “ wide spread as it was earlier in the year.

Dear Sir—I have the honour to submit to you my 

report on the serum which you gave me on the 15th of 

June, requesting me to try the same. 

I used the serum on 20 cases, all mules that had tem- 
peratures from 104 to 106, and in every case that I used 
it I can truthfully say that I got very marked results. 
There was a falling off in temperatures in from twelve 
to twenty-four hours ; often in forty-eight hours the 
temperature would be normal, and all the animals made 
a recovery. 

tested the serum specially on two mules, at the same 
time I had two other taken sick which I used as controls. 
The symptoms and temperatures were almost the same 
in all four animals. I put them all ther on the 
same deck, [ injected the two, the other two got no 
serum, but I gave them the usual treatment. In twelve 
hours the temperatures of the two injected animals fell 
from 105, and 104°5 to 103 and 102°5 respectively. In 
thirty-six hours the first animal had a temperature of 
102 and the second a temperature of 101°6. The third 
day both temperatures were normal, and the animals 
made a good semey | in another day or two. The two 
I did not inject, one developed pneumonia and died, the 
other had influenza, ran about the regular course, getting 
thin and emaciated, but was well on the road to re- 
covery at the end of two weeks, but this animal was in 
no such condition as the two that got the serum.

THE REFUSAL TO REGISTER THE MELBOURNE 
UNIVERSITY DEGREE. 


Sir, 

May I trespass on your space to cffer a few remarks 
on thie subject. I do so with diffidence, for I feel that 
I am offering merely personal opinions on the question : 
and though I have not, under present conditions, been 
able to compare notes with many men, I quite think 
that there are others who will see the matter in the 
same light as I do. 

The question which, to my mind, is of the first import- 
ance, is the supply of men holding a sufficient qualifica- 
tion to meet the public needs. Leaving out the question 
of the supply in the British Isles, which it is almost 
certain is insufficient for present (7.e., immediate future) 
requirements ; how, I would ask, are the requirements 
of Australia and New Zealand to be filled? South 
Africa and Rhodesia are at age staffed by men hold- 
ing the British diploma : but expansion will come— 
and then? Scarcely a single report by a P.V.O. of the 

t Indian Provinces appears in your columns, Mr. 
itor, without a statement that the department is 
understaffed, and that more help is promised. In face 
of these facts, I feel that our Conncil has met the 
problem with a bald non mus. It is, perhaps, true 
that the evidence before them was insufficient to justify 
an acceptance of the claim made ; but have they taken 
all the evidence available? Have they in any way 
sought a modus vivendi? I, for one, fail to see that 
they have done so. 
as the profession, as represented by the Council, 
the right to adopt a procedure which, if it does not re- 
strict the production of qualified men, tends to deprive 
them ofa status to which they may be entitled? The 
Veterinary Surgeons Act, 1881, says, Sec. 13 (3). “ For 
the purposes of this section a veterinary deploma is any 
diploma, licence, certificate, or other document granted 
by any university, college, corporation, or other body in 
respect of veterinary surgery, and includes a licence or 


authority to a papen to practise veterinary surgery 
granted by any department of or persons acting under 
the authority of the Government of the country or place 
within or without Her Majesty's Dominions wherein 
the licence or authority is nted ; and a British 
Possession is any part of Her Majesty’s Dominions out 
of the United Kingdom.” 

A ised veterinary diploma is further defined as a 
diploma recognised for the time being as furnishing a 
sufficient guaranty of the possession of the requisite 
knowledge and skill for the efficient practice of veteri- 
nary surgery. And this guaranty is the crus of the 
present question. 

Much ee is raised to the “single examiner,” 
and especially to the intern, or teacher examiner. Those 
of us who have gone through the ordeal of examination 
know that some students do not do themselves even 
bare justice under the conditions. Naturally, and 
almost inevitably, a teacher, knowing the capabilities of 
such an one would ise a certain amount of in- 
justice in the result : and it is this factor which will for 
ever make some of us feel an uncertainty as to the true 
value of the internal examiner, and a distrust of an 
examination conducted by internal examiners only. In 
a comparatively young community there may be a diffi- 
culty in finding suitable men to serve as examiners, 
But is this difficulty never heard of in Britain? Are all 
our examiners all we could wish? And is this difficulty 
to be regarded as insuperable ? 

The fear of overcrowding the profession—the Léte 
noir of the early nineties—does not at present exist. 
The losses to the profession by death is round about 80 
members per annum : for some pense ans the income 
of new members has about balan the losses, the 
figures for 1914 were, deaths 71, new members 83, and 
for 1915, deaths 68, new members 56: but these figures 
for new members cannot again be reached at the earliest 
before 1922—if even then. 

The action of the Council appears to represent one of 
two lines of policy ; either an intention to keep the field 
of control of the College confined to the British 
Isles, or to restrict our great Colonies and Dependencies 
to the services only of those graduates of our Colleges 
who are willing to take service there, and to men of 
such qualifications as they may themselves produce. 
The latter mane to me, and to some other—possibly 
to many other—of the profession to be unthinkable, 
and we are thrown back on the feeling that the old 
“parochial” line of thought of five and-twenty years 
ago, which we had hoped had nearly died out, is still 
dominant. The Council have not “risen to the 
occasion.” 

In the statement by Major Woodruff, printed in your 
issue of July 29 (pp. 48-49) it is shown that Medical 
Degrees of the University of Melbourne are Registrable 
in the British Isles. Our Council have been more than 
willing to follow the lead of the Council of Medical 
Education in some other particulars, yet at the point 
where the exercise of statesmanlike qualities might be 
of considerable assistance they fail us! It seems to me. 
too, that given the necessary safeguards, the prestige of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons will be en- 
hanced rather than diminished by the “ recognition ” of 
the Melbourne Degree, and that the result will be an 
enhanced status for the profession as a whole.
